You should understand that BSA membership registration is a privilege and 
not automatically granted to everyone who applies. We reserve the right to refuse 
registration whenever there is a concern that an individual may not meet the high 
standards of membership which the BSA seeks to provide for American youth. 

If you wish to have this decision reviewed by a BSA regional review committee, 
please write to the regional director within 60 days of the date of this letter, explaining 
your version of the facts supporting your claim that your registration as a BSA member 
should be reinstated. The procedures for a review of this decision are attached.

If you wish, you 
may be accompanied by no more than two other individuals if their testimony 
might assist the committee in discovering the truth and arriving at a correct 
decision. 

The committee will review the facts as presented, and may interview any persons 
whose testimony might assist them in. arriving at a correct decision. 

You will receive a letter setting forth the decision of the committee. 

If you disagree with the decision of the committee, you may request a review 
of this decision by the National Council of the Boy Scouts of America,
